THE FABNEIiL LETTER. 

OharleeS. Declares th« letter and the Signs- 
tare Thereto to be Impudent Vcrgerlea.

LoNDO.'v, April 18. — In an interview to- 
lay Pamell pointed out that although at 
first sight some of the letters in the Times 
fac simile appeared to resemble his nuto- 
gnijih, a close conij)arisoii shows a decided 
and striking diU'eronce in many important 
ints. The fnrgcry slopes all^val■d, and 
the genuine handwriting downwards. 
I'oniell always places a full point after tho 
initial 8. in his name, which the forgery 
omits. The "r" in Parnell and "0" in 
Ohns. are quite difTeront from anything ho 
has over written. Tho letters "Ch" in 
Cbas. are abniuinftlly long, and "S" 
and "D" are the only letters in any way 
resoiubling his genuine aiitograjih. Thu 
])on at the beginning of "a" in tlio forged 
"Chas." was evidently tjikon oil" the paper 
whereas in .the genuine signature it is 
always written without a break. The 
foigerj', ParnoU says, is the wm k of a 
lierson accustomed to peiunaiisliii) and 
writing a flowing hand, whereas his own 
writing is . I always in the cramped stylo, 
rariiofl further said tho letter and tho 
signature wore impudent forgeries, and 
that ho strongly t^uspected, the. identity of 
the forgers. He is undecided whether to 
prosecute the Tirm s or not .

London, A])I'U10. — Col. King Harmon, 
new jiarlianieiitary under secretary, for 
the first time since his appointment, 
imswered inlerrogatives respoctiiig Irisli 
affaii-B. Upon rising ho was greeted with 
cheers by the r government supporters, 
groans and derisive cries by tho Pamel- 
lites. Ho stated, in response to a ques- 
tion, that since March 1st only two 
tenants wore evicted from the Maixiuis of 
Jjiuisdowne'SjeBtate. iThose'two; however, 
involved the evictions ofssizteen aub-ten- 
aiits. . Jir:ii, i»- 

Sexton asked 'ivhothor tlte govenimunt 
could consent to rescind tlie suspension of 
llealy. 

W.' H. Smith, lirst lord of the treasury, 
replied foi- the governmciil tliat llii^ diii \' 
lliey li.id t" ili.swdi.'.rge on Friday night 
was most disagreeable. The governinoiit 
was soriy they were forced to ask 
that Uealy be named for • transgression 
of the oKlprs of the house. It would be 
utterly out of the question, however, when 
no apologj' had been given, for this breach 
denies a debate to rescind the suspension. 
No motion, to that effect oould< be enter- 
tained wittiout the' general concurrence of 
the house. 

Soxton inquired if it was competent for 
liiin to move, rescinding Healy's suspen- 
sion. 

Sjioakor Peel replied tliat no motion 
would bo competent unless it appeared on 
the paper of the house. 

Sexton said in the absence of Hoaly ho 
was autiiorized for Healy, if Majnr San- 
derson withdrew tho olionsive charges to 
which Healy's language was in rejily, 
lleidy would withdraw the oxpre.s.sions 
deemed by tho house olleiisive. 

Jacob Bright, liberal, and brother of 
John Bright, asked why it was, when two 
members of the house committed the 
samo ofl'onse, ono was suspended while the 
other was not. 

The S|)eaker said, in ordinarj' circum- 
stances, he would decline to answer that 
r[ue8tion, or any iiuestion implying that 
his decision was not impartial, but in the 
proaontv oiiouumtances! ihe ■ would - explain 
that in the second instance, in which a 
breach of the rules of the house had been 
coniiiiittcd, that of .Sexton, an apology 
followed the withdrawal of tho expression 
causing tho breach. • - i 

Sexton moved that Uealy be heard at 
the bar of the house. 

The sijeaker declared that it could not 
be dime. 

Sexton asked Major Sanderson to with- 
draw his assertions regarding Healy, which 
exasperated him into making the response 
for which he was suspended. 

Sanderson remaining quiet, Gladstone 
put to him the direct question whether he 
was prepared to render the house any as- 
sistance by the withdrawal of his offensive 
expressions. 

The conservatives cried "No, no; don't, 
don't, don't." 

Sanderson said he never alluded to 
Uealy directly or indirectly, because he 
felt as regards Healy that he wns unable 
to^substuitiate. the chofges so as to bring 
conviction to tlie minds of tho hiouiberB 
of tho house. (Cries of "Hear, hear.") 

Tho matter then dropped. 

Subsequently SexUjii, resuming the de- 
bate on the Irish crimes' act amendiiiciiit 
bill, said that Sanderson had charged him 
with direct complicity in the crimes. If 
the accusations were well founded why did 
the Irish viceroy apjirove of his present 
apjiointinont as high sheriff of Dublin V 
His name as a ineiuber of tho league had 
been linked with that of Sheridan, the in- 
vincible, but Sheridan was nevpr a nioin- 
ber of tho executive council of the land 
league. Did Sanderson in pointing to him 
(Sexton) mean in reality to enibiirrass Col. 
King Harmon, against whom the major 
recently uiiBuccessfully competed for the 
new government ofiioe of parlianiontJiry 
under-aeoretary for Ireland ? (Parnellito 
cheers. ) Sheridan and Col. King Harmon 
once canvassed the same constituency to- 
gether; and tho treasurer of the old land 
league wns at ono time an intimate friend 
of Col. King Harmon. (Cheors.) They 
wore follow members of tlie council 
of the home rule league, butnotoidy tiiat, 
Egan wrote for tho colonel his political 
aodresB to the electors (laughter.) If '^t 
association with men chained with crime 
meant complicity in that crime, which side 
of tho liousn was the deepest in asHaBsina- 
tioii I It was manifestly ahsunl for San- 
derson to accuse the executive of the land 
league of knowing that men were murdor- 
ors because their names were mentioned 
in connection with the ' Phoeni:^ Park 
aflair. He (Sexton) never learned bf any 
fact or anything that had been proved 
wliioh would warrant him in changing his 
opinion. Ho always entertained tlie view 
that Egan and those ■ associated with him 
were innocent of tho iiialigiiiiiit charges 
brought against them (cries of "hear, 
hear. )', Sanderson's attack wtis both 
mean and cowardly. Referring to 
the hill under consideration Sexton 
said tiie measure threatened the ex- 
istence of the Irish national league. 
Ho would remind tho house that tho 
league, aided by tho prelate and clergy of 
the Catholic church, had stnigglod to 
maintain tho moral law, yet this loagno 
so Htiiiported was stigmatized as a con- 
spiracy, maiiitHiiied by crimiiiHls and 
dynaiiiitors. The bill itself posseasod a 
kind of attempt at a violation of tho moral 
law. The bill aimed to sweep away at one 
fell blow all the cherished rightB of the 
people. It was justified by nothing in 
the condition of Ireland. Boycotting 
practiced by the iiisli ]>eoplo arose from 
an iri'oproHsiblo growth of Irish puiilic 
opinion. The only way to do without it 
was to obtain for the laws governing the 
people of Ireland the sympathy of those 
people. ' 

THE TBEBIBLE CRIME. 

Parntdl Denies the AiitliorBliiii nf the Letter 
I'uhlliihed in the Times, anil .VIU'i,'es that 
It Is a ForBcry-Tho Kdltor of the 
Times Snmnioned Before the Bar 
'of the Honie. 

London, April IS. — The Times, as a 
proof of its assertion at the conclusion of 
itB article on "Paniolliam and Crime" 
states that it has further documentary 
evidenco and prints a/(ic«n/»(cof a luttor 
signed by Parnell and supposed to havo 
been addressed to Egan to jiacify his 
subordinates, when Pamell publicly de- 
nouiicod the Phoenix Park murders. The 



letter filla ono sido of an ordinary sheet 
of note paper and is in a strange hand- 
writing, and signed: "Yours very truly, 
Chas. S. Parnell." ParnoU 's handwriting 
is at tho top of tho other leaf. .The 
Times suggests that tho signature was so 
written in older that it could be torn 
oil" if necesstiry. The letter, which ia 
dated April 15, 1882, is as follows: 

Dear Sir: — 1 am not surprised at your, 
friend's anger, but he and you should 
know that to denounce tho murder is the 
only course open to us. To do that ' 
promptly w.-is plainly our best jiolicy; but 
you can tell him and all others concerned 
that although I regret tho accident of 
Loi-d Cavendish's death 1 cannot adinit 
that Burke got no more than his deserts. ' 
You are at liberty to show this to others 
whom you can trust also; blit let not my 
address be known. He can write to the 
house of commons." 

Several Irish membors of iiarliament do- 
parletl fen- Dublin tlii.s a. m. to compare 
tho handwriting in the letter attributed 
lo ParnoU with that of the person bus- 
jiected as being its author. ' 

The alleged letter of Parnell, supposed 
to h.ive In;. ill addre.ssed to Egiin, relative ' 
to the niu'iiix park iiiuiiliMcis, which the 
/ (inc., puliii.siied this iiiorning, has caused - 
ininieiiBO excitement aiiKiiig all parties. 

Ill an interview to-day Clancy, Par- 
nellite member for Dublin county, brand- 
ed tho letter as an infanious concoction, 
and declared that it bears internal evi- ' 
dencu of forgery. He said also that aus- 
jiicion was already directed against a cor- 
tuin jierson as its forger. 

Parnell sUktes to the agent of the asso- 
ciated press that he will ciktegorically deny 
that he wrote ;t^e'Jetter:^ Parnell will 
make his deniikl in tlie'Ii'ouse of commons. 
The editor of the Times will be summoned 
to the bar of the conimotis to explain the 
authorship of tho letter.

Mr. G. B. Wright arrived last night 
from thi^ Eaat.. Ho has been for 
several months in the Eastern States, 
Canada and the Stat*) of Colorado. 
His business in tho latter region 
was studying the smelting business 
and visiting the mines, iu order to com- 
pare them with those of British Columbia. 
Mr. Wright is of opinion that we have 
mines quite equal and in many respects 
superior to those around Denver, Lead- 
villo and other well known regions of tho 
Silver State. The city of Denver con- 
tains a population of 75,000, and is almost 
entirely built w\) by the mining and cattle 
interests of tho vicinity. 'Three large 
smelting establishments turn out bullion 
to tho amount of ?15, 000,000 annually. 
The city is termed justly the "Swansea of 
tho United .StiitoH." Hundreds of tons of 
base metal aro shipped daily to refining 
eatabliahincnts in the East. It is ex- 
tremely prolmble that smelting works will 
bo erected in British Colunibia during 
the preaont summer. There is no diUioulty 
in getting Eastern capital for such works. 

In Montreal and Ottawa a good deal of 
interest is felt iu I^ritish OQluinbia. The 
eastern pro\ inces begin^to'look upon this 
as being the banner province in variquB 
ways. They fully realize how., groatr an 
impetus would bo given to all Canadian 
niaiuil'actories by tho opening of now and 
productive mines and are fully expecting 
itn extensive development. Tho immigra- 
gration here will be larger and tho tourist 
ti'avel is going to bo simply inuiienau. 

Snow banks still line tlie various roads 
and stroots of Quebec, Montreal and Ot- 
l.iw.T, aud o)i!y lately lutve any fences put 
in an ai>poarance from their snow, covering. 
There ate yet few signs' of the winter OOni- 
ing to an end. 

The 0. P. R. has tho greater portion of 
their track in excellent order. Wherever 
th.c frost is out of the ground tho road ia 
smooth and well gravelled. No delay 
was experienced by Mr. W^ in his entire 
trip acroas the continent. 

OUR PROVINCE. 

.Mr. Uobort Ward's Trip to Kiiglnud and Scot- 
Iiiud Ills AdvIi'H to Intending Imml- 
t^rants and the K«Bult8. 

A reporter of Tub Colonist yesterday 
interviewed Mr. Bo^rt, Want by whoni 
he was conlially received iftnd informed as 
to what he had heard regarding the prov- 
ince and the ideas held by people desirous 
of coiniiif; out. 

"Do you know," said Mr. Ward, "I was 
quite surprised on making my tour of the 
old country to find how very little is really 
known of this province and especially the 
location of Vuncouvor Island. Many have 
often heard the name of Vancouver and in 
conse(|Uence conllict; it with that of tlie 
tov.'n on the maitdand. One cannot real- 
ize what elfoct the changing of tho name 
of < ii/mvillo has had or what a mistake it 
w.is until he goes awiiy and hears tho city 
t.ikcn for the island and f/fc irrs*;. One 
gent Ionian was under the imjireasion that 
Victoiia is near iS'ewfoundland. Well, 
it is surprising now-a-d.ays to find people 
so much iit fault with their geographv; 
still there are a gr«»t many who really 
know where tho province ia situated, and 
who Iwnelu'.i I'd a gntardeal of ita mineral and 
other resources and who are, moreover, 
an.vioiis to come out. 1 was able to advise 
quill! a number of intending colonista, 
aiii.saus anil others. 1 learn, since my 
airival lioiiie, that one nian whom I con- 
versed with has already, arrived, and 1 
jiiderslanil procured satisfactory employ- 
niont at once. I always recoinmeiiil good 
steady mech.anics and a certjiin number of 
pnictical fanners with moderate cjipital, 
as desirable inniiigrant.s for the province, 
but the [>auj>i'r element is nut, of course, 
required. . I was present at the Royal 
Colonial Institute, whbta ^Bishop Sillitoe's 
paper on British Columbia was read and 
with other Uritish Columbians took part 
in the discussion and subsequent corres- 
pondence which oiisiieil. 

In Aberdeen a most interesting indus- 
try has been eatabliahed, the Normal 
Coiiqiany (limited), under Professor Nor- 
densjidd, with the object of utilizing 
every jiarticlo of the fish; .and at the same 
time lo instruct the fishing class on the 
Scotcliciiast how lo prevent the waste of the 
article which every year has been so enor- 
niouB. Oil, manure, glue, soups, tiavoring 
extincts and other valuable properties are 
thus secured and cheap dinners for the 
jioor at two pence per head are furnished. " 

Heg.irding the Queen's jubilee, he said 
that every smaU town iu the kingdom ia 
making active prejiarations for the grand 
event. In some cases enormous sums of 
money are being raised, not only for the 
purpose of jilcasure on that day but for 
the erection of charitable inatitutiona, etc. 
The people aeeni to have gone into the 
thing with a spirit highly commendable 
and it is, to be hoped that Victoria- vrill 
not be behind in showing her loyalty.

Prof. J. .lacobsen, who has been iu the 
province for some yeai-3 collecting Indian 
curios for the Hanibuig'iuuseuin and writ- 
ing up the ;lmbi{»,jCu^^QiSKand traditions 
of the abori^n'eesj^ arrive'd^tlown on tlie 
Hoscoivitz from liulla Coola. The pro- 
fessor spout all la.st winter at Tiicilo, the 
head of the soutluTuiuost of the I'entinck 
arms, which is distant from Bella Coola 
about SO miles. Mere he found the In- 
dian ui iiis primitive sttite, a wild, , un- 
tutored' iava^(^,.t w.tb, but 8aH.fe> kniw 
ledge of tlio arts or customs of civiliztitioii. 
The inlet running far inl.ind an<l being 
every way out of the coiu-se of traders or 
liroapectcMH is never visited, and the In- 
dians say no white men ever went up to 
the heiul of it before. They live there as 
thoy do in most places around 1 tlie coast 
by hunting ai^^^iisliing, deer an^ fur-bear- 
ing imimals abo''niding iii large' liiinilibrs. 
They are without niissioniu ies and canni- 
balism is riimiiaiit. The professor tells of 
some sickening sights which he witneasnd 
there during the past winter, which, at 
this day, one could scarcely believe dap- 
able of being . witnessed so near home, 
did the infortnatiou not come from a reli- 
jiblo pci'soii. Tho custom is still carried 
out tliereof monanihiliousfoi tbo honors of 
chieft.nin, bolakiiii; themselves to the 
woods, aixlaflur reiaaining there for .some 
time, coming back possessed of u spirit 
and biting pieces of flesh from the bodies 
of those whom they first meet. One who 
wished to graduate bust winter, went out 
and remained from sightfor several weoka, 
though he came near the camj) occasion- 
ally and made night hidooua wit li hisyells. 
When he retiirnod to tho tribe ho came 
ntiked, notwithstanding that it was the 
middle of wiriter'iiiid'two or three feet of 
snow on tho ground. The lirst ni.'tn 
he met he seized, knocked down, and bit 
a piece out of his ariu which he chewed 
ravemmsly. This was roiiealed many 
times over, his face becoming besmeared 
with blood and prusenting a fiendish ap- 
pearance. The victims of the wbuld-be 
'•hief tains' bites receive in return for their 
pains a small jiecuiiiary compen.sation, and 
it is an honor to carry the scir. The 
more scars of this kind decorates an In- 
dian's body the more numerous aro his 
honors, and when- ho comes to have a 
great many he becbines a' chieftain liim- 
self in a, little way. The biter on one 
occasion made a break for the pnjfessor 
who aoon gave him to understjuid that he 
was going to exiiorience something jiretty 
tough if he tackled him. He w;vs not 
further moleated. 

It is tho intention of Prof. .lacobsen to 
reside in tho jirovinco permanently, and 
he will go north again in a few ■weeks. 
He brought down with him many valuable
